REPORTS OF BOARDS AND COMMITTEES. 



EDUCATION. 

Noting with pleasure the success of Vanderbilt University and 
Central Collegiate Institute, and commending the liberality of the 
citizens of Searcy, and expressing confidence in the future success of 
Galloway Female College, and approving the work of Paine Institute, 
we submit the following : 

We find that the Board of Commissioners appointed by the three 
Conferences recommend the correlation of all our schools ; but we" 
cannot accomplish this when they are independently enterprised. In 
order to do this, all the school interests of the Conference should be 
under the supervision of the Board of Education. We think that 
in the matter of district schools none should be established without 
the advice and consent of the Board of Education. The Board of 
Trust, curriculum, and territory to be occupied by the school should 
be elected by the Board of Education, so as to avoid local disadvan- 
tages, have its grade uniform, and territory sufficient to support it 
retained. 

1. Resolved^ That we rejoice in the continued prosperity of Van- 
derbilt University, and pledge our efforts to increase attendance. 

2. That we indorse the election of J. W. Brown to represent this 
Conference on its Board of Trust. 

3. That we approve the action of the Board of Trust at its last 
annual meeting in reference to its perpetuity, provided the charter of 
the university be so amended that before a party nominated by the 
Board of Trust shall be authorized to act his nomination shall be 
confirmed by the Conference within whose limits he lives ; provid- 
ed also, that no amendment shall affect the ex-officio members of the 
board. 

4. That we heartily indorse the Faculty of Central Collegiate In- 
stitute, and recommend them as competent and faithful instructors, 
and will urge our people to support this excellent institution. 

5. That we commend the energy and rejoice in the success of Rev. 
V. V. Harlan, and recommend that he be continued as Agent. 
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6. That Rev. J. H. Riggin be elected the successor of Rr. A. Hunt- 
er on its Board of Trust. 

7. That we appreciate the liberal donation of the citizens of Sear- 
cy for the establishment of a female college ; and that we approve 
the action of the Educational Commission in accepting the offer lo- 
cating the school, and- in design^ing it “ Galloway Female College.” 

8. That we confirm the election of the Board of Trust from our 
Conference as named in the Articles of Incorporation. 

9. That we indorse the subsequent actions of the board ; and that 
we recommend the appointment of F. A. Jeffett as Financial Agent, 
and that we welcome him to the field within our Conference bounds. 

10. That the plan of perpetuating the Board of Trustees shall be 
the election of one clerical and one lay member annually for a term 
of three years. To get the plan into operation we elect C. C. Godden 
and H. A. Butler for one year ; for two years, S. C. Stone and W. 
K. Ramsey; and for three years, Horace Jewell and A. E. Harris. 

11. That this Conference express its approval of the action of the 
General Conference in providing training-schools for the Colored M. 
E. Church in America. 

12. That all our school interests be placed under the general su- 
pervision of the Board of Education, provided their action shall be 
subject to the ratification of the following Annual Conference. 

13. That we will raise the sum of S400 to pay tuition of beneficia- 
ries at Central Collegiate Institute. H. W. Brooks, Chairman.

MISSIONS. 

The reports made to the board discover the fact that all the 
charges helped have advanced on almost every line, and some have 
made great progress. The policy of the board for the last two years 
of manning important missions where there are large possibilities of 
success with live, first-class men, and paying them liberally, has 
proved a wise one, as the Hot Sjirings Mission demonstrates. 

If this mission continues to grow and develop as it has for the 
past two years, it will soon develop into two important self-sustain- 
ing charges. Such cities as Hot Springs, Little Bock, and Pine 
Bluff are centers of corruption and hot-beds of sin in which is gen- 
erated moral malaria which poisons the regions round about. 

While it is our policy to expend largely on these important fields, 
we must not forget the poor. They are the Lord’s poor ; he died 
for them. It has been our policy heretofore to appropriate small 
amounts to weak missions and circuits when there was little pros- 
pect of large and permanent results. This has carried the gospel 
to many who might not otherwise have had the word of life ; and 
while it has not resulted in large, prosperous, self-sustaining charges, 
with comfortable parsonages and fine houses, bless God, it has result- 
ed in the conversion of many precious souls, and has lifted many 
poor, humble Christians up into higher and sweeter experiences in 
the divine life ; and I hope to see the day when the liberality of 
the Church will enable the board to enlarge its works in these fields 
until there shall be no territory in our Conference which shall not 
have the gospel.
